President Backs Nuclear Option

Obama touts loan 
guarantees to build 
power station in Ga. 

Washington 

President Obama announced 
$8 billion in loan guarantees Tues- 
day to build a new nuclear power 
plant in Georgia, part of the White 
House push for new jobs from 
clean-energy technology. 

Speaking after touring a Mary- 
land training facility for energy 
jobs, Obama said the move is just 
the start of his administration’s 
efforts to increase the use of nucle- 
ar power. 

Obama called for an end to the 
clash between environmental con- 
cerns and the economy, saying that 
the United States needs new ener- 
gy jobs like the ones created by a 
new nuclear plant. 

“We cannot allow those differ- 
ences to prevent us from making 
progress,” he said. “On an issue 
which affects our economy, our 
security and the future of our plan- 
et, we cannot continue to be mired 
in the same old debates between left 


and right, between environmental- 
ists and entrepreneurs.” 

White House officials said the 
construction of the new plant in 
Georgia would create thousands 
of temporary jobs and 800 per- 
manent ones. 

In his speech at a training cen- 
ter in Lanham, Md., for the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Electri- 


cal Workers, Obama cast his plan 
to build a new generation of U.S. 
nuclear power plants as part of a 
series of difficult choices during a 
transition to cleaner energy. 

“We’re going to have to make 
some tough decisions about open- 
ing up new offshore areas for oil 
and gas development,” he said. 
“We’ll need to make continued 


Political Energy 

By embracing a new generation 
of nuclear power, Obama is seizing 
on an issue that has potential for bi- 
partisan support even as his plan for 
overall climate-change legislation 
has stalled. Sen. John McCain, R- 
Ariz., often called for construction 
of new nuclear power plants during 
the 2008 presidential campaign. But 
Obama is also raising the prospect 
of opposition from environmental- 
ists who believe that nuclear power 
is dangerous and are concerned 
about storing nuclear waste, (twp) 


investments in advanced biofuels 
and clean coal technologies, even as 
we build greater capacity in renew- 
ables like wind and solar.” 

He noted that the federal loan 
guarantees would help break 
ground on “the first new nucle- 
ar power plant in our country in 
three decades.” By comparison, 
he said, there are now 56 nuclear 
reactors under construction around 
the world, 21 of them in China.

The government ordered Toyota 
to turn over documents related to 
its massive recalls Tuesday, press- 
ing to see how long the automak- 
er knew of safety defects before 
taking action. Toyota, concerned 
about unsold cars, said it would 
temporarily idle some production 
in three states. 

The Transportation Depart- 
ment is demanding that Toyota 
reveal when and how it learned 
of problems with sticking accel- 
erators and with floor mats trap- 
pping gas pedals, and the compa- 
ny must respond within 30 to 60 
days or face fines. Those defects 
and problems with brakes on new 


Prius hybrids have now led to the 
recall of 8.5 million vehicles. 

The intensifying investigation 
and the production halts at Toyo- 
ta’s assembly plants are fresh signs 
of the ripple effect the recalls are 
having on the world’s No. 1 auto- 
maker — even as car owners are 


streaming to dealers for fixes. 

Toyota said it was halting pro- 
duction temporarily in San Anto- 
nio, Texas, and Georgetown, Ky., 
to address concerns that too many 
unsold vehicles may be building up 
at dealerships because of the large

Homelessness Rises in Suburbs 


Shelters are finding 
it hard to cope with 
need for assistance 

Roosevelt, N.Y. 

Homelessness in rural and subur- 
ban America is straining shelters 
this winter as the economy found- 
ers and joblessness hovers near 
double digits — a “perfect storm 
of foreclosures, unemployment and 
a shortage of affordable housing,” 
in one official’s eyes. 

“We are seeing many fami- 
lies that never before sought gov- 
ernment help,” said Greg Blass, 
commissioner of Social Servic- 
es in Suffolk County on eastern

Long Island. 

“We see a spiral in food stamps, 
heating assistance applications; 
Medicaid is skyrocketing,” Blass 
added. “It is truly reaching a stage 


of being alarming.” 

The federal government is again 
counting the nation’s homeless 
and, by many accounts, the sub- 
urban numbers continue to rise, 
especially for families, women, 
children. Latinos and men seek- 
ing help for the first time. 

The U.S. Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development’s 
annual survey last year found 
homelessness remained steady 
at about 1.6 million people, but 
the percentage of rural or sub- 
urban homelessness rose from 
23 percent to 32 percent. The 2009 
HUD report also found the num- 
ber of sheltered homeless fami- 
lies grew from about 473,000 to 
517,000.

A report by three Inter-Ameri- 
can Development Bank economists 
found last month’s earthquake 
to be more devastating than the 
2004 Indian Ocean tsunami was 
for Indonesia and five times dead- 
lier than the 1972 earthquake that 
leveled Nicaragua’s capital. 

“It is the most destructive [nat- 
ural disaster] a country has ever 
experienced when measured in 
terms of the number of people 
killed as a share of the country’s

France, Russia, U.S. Criticize iran's Nuclear Enrichment Project 


Vienna 

France, Russia and the U.S. have 
urged Iran to stop enriching ura- 
nium to higher levels and sug- 
gested the project reinforces sus- 
picions that Tehran is seeking to 
make nuclear weapons. The joint 
statement, made public Tuesday, 


reflects unified Russian and West- 
ern opposition to Iran’s increased 
enrichment. 

Shrugging off international con- 
cerns, Iranian President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad announced the coun- 
try was moving ahead to expand 
its enrichment capacities by install- 
ing more advanced machinery at 


its main enrichment facility. 

Ahmadinejad told reporters in 
Tehran on Tuesday the new cen- 
trifuges are not yet operational 
but are five times more efficient 
than the model now in use at its 
underground Natanz enrichment 
plant. 

Officials at the Vienna-based 


International Atomic Energy Agen- 
cy said they had no comment. 
The latest IAEA report on Iran 
in November said that as of early 
October, no advanced centrifug- 
es had been installed at the plant, 
although some were being tested 
in a separate area of the facility.

Tut’s Secrets Surface 


Tests reveal famed 
Egyptian king died 
of broken leg, malaria 


Cairo 

Egypt’s most famous pharaoh, King 
Tutankhamun, was a frail boy who 
suffered from a cleft palate and club 
foot. He died of complications from 
a broken leg exacerbated by malar- 
ia, and his parents were most like- 
ly brother and sister. 

Two years of DNA testing and 
CT scans on Tut’s 3,300 -year-old 
mummy and 15 others are helping 
end many of the myths surround- 
ing the boy king. While a compar- 
atively minor ruler, he has cap- 
tivated the public since the 1922 
discovery of his tomb, which was 
filled with a stunning array of jew-

els and artifacts, including a gold- 
en funeral mask. 

The study, which will be pub- 
lished Wednesday in the Journal 
of the American Medical Associ- 
ation, provides the firmest family 
tree yet for Tut. The tests pointed 
to Pharaoh Akhenaten, who tried 
to revolutionize ancient Egyptian 


religion to worship one god, as 
Tut’s father. His mother was one of 
Akhenaten’s sisters, it said. 

Tut, who became pharaoh at age 
10 in 1333 B.C., ruled for just nine 
years at a pivotal time in Egypt’s

A hole 
in his skull fueled 
speculation he was 
murdered, until 
a 2005 CT scan 
ruled that out.

Dubai Murder Case Challenged

Dubai, U.A.E. 

A spy novel-worthy police narra- 
tive about the slaying of a Hamas 
commander brought uneasy ques- 
tions for Dubai authorities Tues- 
day as their account of a crack hit 
squad from Europe ran into seri- 
ous challenges from Britain, Ire- 
land and Germany. 

At least four people who live in 
Israel share names with suspects 
identified by Dubai police investi- 
gating the assassination of Mah- 
moud al-Mabhouh. Three of the 
four said they were not the people 
whose photos were made public by 
Dubai; a daughter of the fourth said 
the allegations were a mistake. 

Hamas and others have claimed 


that the Mossad secret service mas- 
terminded the slaying. 

Another twist added to the 
intrigue. Officials outside Dubai said 
at least two Palestinians linked to 
the case were in Dubai custody. 

Dubai authorities described an 
11-member team that swooped into 
the Gulf city-state last month on a 
mission to kill al-Mabhouh. Their 


wanted list was topped by an alleged 
mastermind carrying a French pass- 
port and others traveling on Euro- 
pean passports: six British, three 
Irish and a German. 

But Ireland said three suspects’ 
names do not appear on any pass- 
port registry. Britain and Germany 
said the passport details cited by 
Dubai do not appear genuine, (ap)

Capturing Momentum 

U.S. forces hope to capitalize on the arrest of the Afghan Taliban’s No. 2 leader 



A Change in Direction? 

The arrest of Mullah Abdul Ghani Baradar could mark a shift in strategy by Pakistan’s powerful Inter Services Intel- 
ligence agency away from protecting or turning a blind eye to the Afghan Taliban. 


Islamabad 

The capture of the Afghan Taliban’s 
No. 2 commander by a joint CIA and 
Pakistani team dealt a fresh blow to 
insurgents under heavy U.S. attack 
and raised hopes that Pakistani 
security forces are ready to deny 
militants a safe haven. 

Mullah Abdul Ghani Baradar’s 
arrest in the Pakistani port city 
of Karachi may also push other 
insurgent leaders thought to be 
sheltering on this side of the bor- 
der toward talks with the Afghan 
government — a development 
increasingly seen as key to end- 
ing the eight-year war. 

Baradar, in his late 40s, was the 
second in command behind Tali- 
ban founder Mullah Mohammad 
Omar and was said to be in charge 
of the day-to-day running of the 
organization’s leadership coun- 
cil, which is believed to be based 
in Pakistan. He was a founding 
member of the Taliban and is the 
most important figure of the hard- 
line Islamist movement arrested in 
the war so far. 

Baradar, who also functioned 
as the link between Mullah Omar 
and field commanders, has been 
in detention for more than 10 days 
and was talking to interrogators, 
two Pakistani intelligence officials 
said Tuesday. One said several other 
suspects were also captured in the 
raid. He said Baradar had provided 
“useful information” to them and 
that Pakistan had shared it with 
their U.S. counterparts. 

The arrest comes as relentless 
CIA missile strikes against mil- 
itant targets in the border tribal 
region have killed several com- 
manders. 

President Obama has ordered 
30,000 extra troops to southern 
Afghanistan. On Saturday, thou- 
sands of them began a major attack 
on the town of Marjah in the south- 


U.S. PRESSURE 

With mounting U.S. casualties 
across the border, American of- 
ficials have pressured Pakistan to 
target Taliban leaders. Security 
forces here have largely resisted do- 
ing so, even while attacking splinter 
Taliban groups blamed for scores of 
terrorist attacks. 


SCARCE DETAILS 

U.S. and Pakistani officials did not say 
what led them to Baradar or give de- 
tails of the raid, triggering speculation 
that he may have been handed over by 
Pakistani intelligence officials as part 
of a trade-off in negotiations over the 
future of Afghanistan with the United 
States. 


CURIOUS TIMING 

“If Pakistani officials had wanted to 
arrest him, they could have done it 
at any time," said Sher Mohammad 
Akhud Zada, the former governor 
of Afghanistan’s Helmand province 
and a member of the Afghan par- 
liament.

Nevertheless, the capture is like- 
ly to cause short-term disruption, 
since Baradar was the day-to-day 
commander of the Taliban. 

“It’s a great tactical success 
that the coalition forces should be 
pleased with, but by no means is 
it the beginning of the end,” said 
Will Hartley, an analyst at Jane’s 
Terrorism and Insurgency Cen- 
ter in London. “This will have a 
noted effect on the short-term abil- 
ity of the Taliban to operate the 
way it was. However, it has proved 
itself a resilient organization.”

Report: 

Probe urges eharges 
for steering earmarks 
to former girlfriend 

Washington 

D.C. Council member Marion Barry 
personally benefited from the con- 
tract he obtained for his former girl- 
friend and directed earmarks that 
“provided substantial financial ben- 
efits to some of his close friends and 
supports ” according to a report by 
attorney Robert S. Bennett. 

In the report, Bennett states 
Barry violated “D.C. law, council 
rules and policies and procedures” 
and recommends his findings be 
referred to the U.S. attorney for

possible criminal charges. 

Barry responded that he did 
nothing wrong because the coun- 
cil had no written procedures out- 
lining to whom a council member 
could give a contract. 

In July, after news surfaced that 
Barry had given Donna Watts- 
Brighthaupt a city contract, the 
council asked Bennett to inves- 
tigate the matter and review the 


council process for distributing 
earmarks. According to the report, 
Bennett concludes that Barry 
sought approval of Watts-Bright- 
haupt’s contract after he loaned 
her money to help her pay her bills. 
After Barry secured the contract for 
Watts-Brighthaupt, he then forced 
her to use her paycheck to repay 
him, the report said. 

Watts-Brighthaupt was 
paid $15,000 to develop a pro- 
gram called “Emerging Lead- 
ers of Ward Eight.” However, 
the report said “significant por- 
tions” of the program manual 
“were copied without attribu- 
tion from publicly available mate- 
rials located on the Internet.”

Va. Senate Votes

The youngest collection of 
American hockey players since the 
NHL began supplying the talent for 
the 1998 Nagano Games opened 
this tournament with a workman- 
like 3-1 victory over Switzerland 
on Tuesday.

Terps Close Out Grueling Stretch

In the midst of perhaps the most 
physically demanding stretch of 
the ACC season, coach Gary Wil- 
liams was asked whether he was 
concerned that he was overwork- 
ing his best player. 

Greivis Vasquez, after all, is aver- 
aging nearly 35 minutes per game 
during conference play. But hours 
before Maryland hosted Virginia 
on Monday — the second of three 
games in a five-day span — Wil- 
liams said he has no such worries. 

“Greivis is a senior,” Williams 
said. “He’s a lot stronger now as 
a senior than he was as a fresh- 
man. He’s up around 200 pounds 
now. I think he can handle it, and 
he likes to play.” 



Greivis Vasquez scored 25 first-half 
points against Virginia on Monday night. 


Vasquez went out Monday and, 
in 34 minutes, made Williams look 
good. He scored 25 first-half points 
en route to a 30-point game and a 
decisive victory for the Terrapins 
(17-7, 7-3 ACC). 

“I am not big on individual play 
usually, but the way Greivis played 
tonight was exceptional, and I think 


he got us off to a great start in the first 
half,” WiQiams said. “It wasn’t easy to 
get ready and play this game.” 

The win over Virginia also left 
the Terrapins in prime position to 
win two of three during the criti- 
cal stretch, which became a reality 
after last Wednesday’s game against 
Virginia was postponed. The Terra- 
pins were beaten soundly by Duke 
on Saturday, but the stretch cul- 
minates Wednesday against North 
Carolina State (14-8, 2-5). 

After Wednesday’s game, the 
Terrapins have three of their final 
five games at home, including a 
chance to avenge their loss to Duke, 
which is also their last chance to 
defeat a top-10 team. 

“We have three losses in the 
league, and we feel pretty good 
about ourselves,” Williams said. 
“We feel we’re in a good position 
and we have to play well, just like 
every other team in the league.”

NBC enjoys a calm, 
celebratory moment, 
thanks to its popular 
Olympics coverage 


Television 

Every now and then — in this case, 
now — something works, things go 
right, and high spirits don’t have to 
be faked. Even on NBC. The poor 
old network with all the bruises 
and bandages from months and 
months of battering is enjoying a 
fine, high-flying triumph with its 
HD telecasts of the Winter Olym- 
pics from Vancouver. 

It’s the greatest show on snow. 
And the television version has been 
so satisfying — visually, emotion- 
ally, aesthetically — that for the 
moment, the national pall imposed 
by the recession and by the gener- 
ally shabby state of public affairs 
seems to have lifted. 

Not only is the show grand and 
gorgeous and sometimes thrilling, 
but it’s a huge hit, at least so far. 
Nielsen Media Research estimates 
that 67.5 million of us watched the 
Opening Ceremonies and that the 
network averaged 97 million tune- 
ins druing its first two days of cov- 
erage. If snow has been a bit scarce 
up B.C.’s way for some of the out- 
door events, snow all over the east- 
ern U.S. has confined millions of 
viewers to their homes and thus 
given NBC a captive audience.

DVD Review 

“Clint Eastwood: 35 Films 35 
Years” ($180) is the sort of mam- 
moth, gorgeously reverent box 
set that typically arrives during 
the holidays. Instead, all 18 DVDs 
— compiled in a thick, bound 
book with Eastwood’s autograph 
scrawled across the front — showed 
up Tuesday, smack in the middle 
of Academy Awards season, when 
the Filmmaker Formerly Known 
as Dirty Harry usually bathes in 
Oscar praise. 

That timing didn’t synch up 
quite as well as Warner Bros., the 
studio behind this multi-disc trib- 
ute, may have hoped. Eastwood’s 
most recent film, the South Afri- 
ca spirit-lifter “Invictus,” was 
overlooked this year in both the 
best picture and best director cat- 
egories, although it did earn nods 
for stars Morgan Freeman and 
Matt Damon. Still, that recogni- 
tion may provide all the motiva- 
tion some fans need to revisit the 
work of this iconic American actor 
and producer/director/composer, a 
man who, at the age of almost 80, 
remains one of Hollywood’s most 
prolific talents. 

As its title suggests, this collec- 
tion pulls together nearly all the 
movies Eastwood has made and/ 
or starred in during his four-decade 
relationship with Warner Bros., giv- 
ing us a long, good look at the many 
faces of Eastwood. We get Dirty 
Harry Clint (all five of the Smith &

Wesson-wielding cop dramas are 
included here). Western Clint (“The 
Outlaw Josey Wales,” “Heartbreak 
Ridge,” “Unforgiven”), War Movie 
Clint (“Kelly’s Heroes,” “Letters 
From Iwo Jima”), Grumpy Old Man 
Clint (“Million Dollar Baby,” “Gran 
Torino”) and even, um, Orangutan- 


Friendly Clint (“Every Which Way 
But Loose,” “Any Which Way You 
Can”). As a definitive career retro- 
spective, a few gaps remain. The set 
omits the three Sergio Leone spa- 
ghetti Westerns that kick-started 
Eastwood’s film career, his direc- 
torial debut (“Play Misty for Me”) 
and “In the Line of Fire,” one of his 
biggest box office successes, because 
none of them was distributed by 
Warner Bros. 

Still, for lifelong students of 
the Holljrwood veteran’s work — 
the ones who feel compelled to 
own every project he’s undertak- 
en, right down to the Bernadette 
Peters action caper “Pink Cadil- 
lac” — “35 Films 35 Years” is a 
relatively affordable way to beef 
up the Eastwood section of one’s 
DVD library. The cost works out to 
about $10 per disc. That’s a decent 
bargain for those who care solely 
about being able to watch these 
films again and again, jen chaney

Adam Green can’t 
reign in the jokester 
on ‘Minor Love’

Every new Adam Green album 
promises to show a new and seri- 
ous side of the New York singer- 
songwriter, who remains most pop- 
ular for cracking anatomy jokes 
and soundtracking “Jmio” in anti- 
folk also-rans the Moldy Peaches. 
And on “Breaking Locks,” which 
opens his sixth solo full-length 
album, “Minor Love,” he actual- 
ly makes good: Over a church- 
ly organ, he describes a lonely 
retreat to a seedy hotel and final- 
ly admits, “Fve been too awful to 
ever be thoughtful.” 

Coming so early on the album. 



If Adam Green wants to be taken seri- 
ously, he sure is good at hiding it. 


“Breaking Locks” is an intriguing 
moment, if only because Green rare- 
ly sounds so sincere or so forthcom- 
ing. Unfortunately, throughout the 
remainder of “Minor Love,” he is 
either not interested in or unable 
to repeat or sustain that songwrit- 


erly transparency, and instead he 
falls back on his savant songwrit- 
ing, emphasizing simplistic AABB 
rhyme schemes, sing-song melodies, 
and lyrics about prostitutes, pill pop- 
pers, hobos and “flatulent [exple- 
tives].” Ten years after the dissolu- 
tion of the Peaches, Green remains 
more jokester than folkster. 

While “Minor Love” doesn’t 
indulge as much second-grade humor 
as his previous albums. Green still 
can’t help but sing and play every- 
thing like it has air quotes around it. 
In trying to grow up while not grow- 
ing up, he’s only grown more disin- 
genuous. STEPHEN M. DEUSNER

California’s wineries 
are cozier, calmer 
getaways in winter 

Destinations 

Winter is quiet time in California’s 
wine country, which makes it a very 
good time for a visit. 

With harvest over and future 
bottles of wine resting peacefully 
in barrels and tanks, your chanc- 
es of chatting with a winemaker 
when you visit a winery are high- 
er. And as temperatures drop, so do 
crowds and prices, making a get- 
away less stressful on your psyche 
and wallet. 

Cooler weather — temperatures 
can be in the 40s and 50s in Janu- 
ary, warming up to the 60s in Feb- 
ruary and March — transforms 
the valley from exuberant summer 
splendor to a moodier hue. Winter 
rains turn hillsides deep green; in 
the vineyards dormant vines lift 
spindly arms to misty skies. 

It aU makes for some good eating 
weather. Now’s the time to feast on 
the hearty braises and roasts that go 
best with robust red wines. 

Grab a table near the fireplace 
at Bistro Don Giovanni, just north 
of Napa on Highway 29, and get 
ready to tuck into some seasonal 
fare, maybe fresh wild boar cooked

slow and served with a red wine 
sauce. “When you have a great cab 
or syrah with that, I just think it’s 


perfect,” says Chef Donna Scala, 
who’s noticed that people linger at 
tables in winter.

For exterior heat, jump into a 
mud bath in Calistoga, a small and 
charming town at the top of the val- 
ley known for its hot springs. Slip- 
ping into a vat of volcanic mud is 
the hard-core way to go, although 
you can opt for a soak in a mineral 
pool followed by massages. 


Wine tasting is a year-round 
pastime. Call ahead to make sure 
tasting rooms are open — many 
are by appointment only. 

If you’re staying in the city of 
Napa, a shortcut is to buy a $20

The mythical, 
emerald-hued spirit distilled from 
herbs such as wormwood was the 
favorite (and, reportedly, halluci- 
nogenic) sip of Vincent van Gogh, 
Oscar Wilde and Toulouse-Lautrec. 
The stuff that the French dubbed “la 
fee verte” (“the green fairy”) was 
banned in this country for years, 
but since its legalization in 2007, the 
anise-flavored potion has spawned 
a cocktail revival. Spirits experts 
Paul Owens and Paul Nathan just 
published a book on it, “The Little 
Green Book of Absinthe” ($19, Per- 
igee). ERIN HARTIGAN 

What’s the allure of absinthe? 
Paul Nathan: It’s the drink of writ- 
ers, poets and artists. It brings the 
romance of the nouveau bohemian 
movement and a danger factor. 

Mow’d you discover it? 

Paul Owens: When I was touring 
Europe back in the mid-90s, I found 
absinthe. I thought it was a great 
buzz and fell in love with the whole 
tradition in Prague and Paris. 

Why’dtheU.S.banit? 

PN: Absinthe was banned in 1912 
before cocaine and heroin were 
banned. It was a bone thrown to 
the temperance movement because 
absinthe was alcohol plus. It was 
painted as the worst, most demon- 
ic of all the alcohols. It was wrong- 
fully vilified. 

Why was it finally reintroduced 
to America? 

PN: It was more of a mundane exer- 
cise in bureaucracy than a crazy 
court case. Thujone [a chemical 
derived from wormwood] was the big 
culprit. Evidence 100 years ago was 
that it caused problems, but they’ve

adjusted the amounts allowed. 

Is there any difference between 
today’s absinthe and the stuff 
that caused hallucinations? 

PN: Much of the product out there 
is based on recipes that never 
stopped being made for 100 years. 
Recipes, plants and terroir are all 
the exact same. There are differ- 
ent classifications. Absinthes that 
are classified as bitters have three 
times as much thujone as is legal- 
ly allowed in America. Here, we 
have 10 parts per million of thu- 
jone, which is half to two-thirds of 
what’s available in Europe. 

Why is it green? 

PN: The first process in mak- 
ing absinthe is the same one used 
[in] making perfume. You throw 
the plants into alcohol to distill. 
Alcohol holds oils in suspension. It 
comes out as a clear liquid, which 
looks like vodka. The color comes 
from botanicals, which are like a 
teabag full of plants that you drop 
in to steep. 


What flavors will people find? 

PN: I’m having a glass of Swiss 
absinthe right now. [Sip.] The first 
thing that hits you is licorice fla- 
vor from the anise. As it washes 
over your tongue, you get fennel. 
On the sides of the tongue, you get 
some bitterness. In a few minutes, 
I will still have a slight aftertaste 
of fennel. 

What’s the deal with lighting a 
sugar cube on fire on top of my 
absinthe? 

PN: It’s a Czech ritual. It’s exciting 
and looks good, but it’s not going 
to make absinthe taste better. It’s a 
little bit dodgy and a little bit dan- 
gerous, but it symbolizes the magic 
of the alcohol. Eire ignites passion 
and releases the green fairy. 

How do I mix it into drinks at 
home? 

PN: Eirst, try it in a straight, tradi- 
tional fashion. Mix it with ice water 
and a bit of sugar. Dissect the flavor 
and get a feel for that before you 
mix it into a cocktail. For cocktails.

PO: Through mixology, we found 
that, from strawberries to 7UP, 
everything works with absinthe.
